Dear Dr. King, 


This is in answer to your October 29th letter which we received 
on December 29th. Thanks for the offer to take the csr off my hands, 
It has already been disposed of, so I will not trouble you further.» 

I am very glad to hear that the Cowboy Camp Meeting was such a success 
in New Mexico. I would be very interested to see anything you woud 
have written on that subject or articles written by anyone else, 


These real adventures in evangelism have élways fascinated me and I 


would be very happy to know more about them. I am also happy to know 
that you appreciate the great possibilities in the translation of 

the Bible into the native Eskimo lenguage. I have already written 

to the American Bible Sciety. One of the secretaries there, Dr. 
Fred Cropp, is a brother of a seminsry classmate of mine. I have 

had @ very interesting correspondence from him and he has seid that 
anything the American Bible Society can do for us along this line, 
they will be ¢lad to do. You ask who is capable of this big job. 

I had in mind doing it with the help of my wife. Of course, you well 
understand that I do not #s yet know the Eskimo but we have been study- 
ing it since our return with resl earnestness. Our progress has 
been slow becsuse of the small amount of time we can give to it. One 


‘hour a day is about all we find time for; this is not enough but 


our duties are numerous. As you will remanber we spent some time lest 
summer in Arkanses studying the linguistic problem from the stand 


point of phonetics and morphology. We became interested through the 
efforts of one of the faculty of this Institute of Linguistics who 


spoke in Princeton during the winter months. Dr. Nida is e young 
man of great promise. He impressed Dr. MacKay during his visit to 
such an extent thet when I got to know him at the Summer Institute 

of Linguistics I wrote Dr. MacKay regarding his ability, suggesting 
thet he might be employed by Princeton Seminary. Enclosed you will 
find a copy.of/his letter. Mr. Nice is now studying in the University 
of Michigan expecting to complete his work on his Ph. D. in February. 
I feel very definitely that the caliber of this young man is that 
which we need in our Presbyterian chmrch. Whet I am getting at is 
this:--If Dr. Mackey does not see fit to emplov Mr. Nida on the fac- 
ulty at Princeton would it not be wise to try to have him come to 
Barrow ene get us started on this important work. I assure you thet 
he is "tops" in the linguistic field. About this you might ask the 
Americen Bible Society if you are interested. I do not believe he 


would be willing to complete the job because his heart is set on 
teaching but he could undoubtedly give us the necessery shove to 
get the work well under way. It might take a lifetime, but it would 
certainly be a life spent in a worth while way. AS you say, natur- 
ally the work would begin with translations of the gospels and erad- 
ually completed. I wish I had a few hours to sit down with you and 
| go into the problems involved. Do try to get in touch with this 
| young man. You might ask him what he thinks of our chances of being 
able to do this work without his help. If he is not to be employed 
by the Seminsry, and you feel that this contribution to the work here 
is worth while, you may see the way to do something about it. 


/ I am afraid this letter has not been coherent but I hope you 
will have an idea of what we are driving at. I sincerely hope that 
you will find the necessary funds and time to pay us a visit. 

There is so much we could plan and work on together.

As I told you in my lest letter, rred is on his Eestern trip. 
I expect him beck in » few deys, but he sent me beck a note to fim 
out about the painting of the church in Weinwright because he had 
forgotten to speak to you about thet. for the wells end ceiling 
of the church it will take ebout 7 gellons of wall primer and sealer 
such as Sears advertize--number 30F02652. ‘his sells at $2.25 a g@lion 
meking a totel of $15.75 and the shipping weight would be 105 poums. 
For the paint, then, it would take 8 gallons of Sears Mester Mix In- 
side White Paint, number 30F02047 @ 1.89, total $15.12, shipping 
weight 120 pounds. I suggest Sears paint simply because I have their 
catalog but if you cen get the same thing st Schwabachers for less, 
that would probably be the wisest thing to do. They have & very 
good quality of paint. 


From out experience of keeping this church clean, 1 would sug- 
gest thet you send also about 4 gallons of cleer colfenite. This 
would meke an easily washable surface. Also they would need a small 
amount of lemp bleck and blue colors for tinting. Serrs advertize 
4 pint can lamp bleck, no. 3042230, 9 0.25, shipping weight 1 1b. 10 o2 
4 pint can persien blue no 30%2235, @ 0.38, shipping weight 1 lb. 10 oz 


Roy was not sure if you wanted to have the floor painted or 
varnished but it undoubtedly would be e good thing to heve something 
done to it. For this, it would teke 14 gallons of floor varnish 
such as sears! No. 30202729 @ $3.59 and 1.96, totelling $5.55, ship- 
ping weight 14 pouncs 8 ounces.

We also would be pleased to heve one or i 7. the Adult Clase (Itmifarrm 
because we get none et the present time. Otherwise, whet we are Se Pes ) 
receiving fills our needs very well. 


There seems to be a grert deal of anxiety among the people hee 
who are not under the government es to how their freight will be 
coming up this year. We certsinly hope something can be erranged. 
Things heave been very difficult this year for the traders es they failed 
to anticipete a good fox yeer and are one and all out of feverything. 
The people tin Wainwright, especially, have hed a very hard time, and 
the government at considerable expense, flew in a smell amount of 
food steples a few weeks ago, but not nearly sufficient. The menere 
out wheling now, here, but in Weinwright the ice conditions are sich 
that whesling is precticeally impossible. Here they have hit a number 
of whales but not secured them as yet end we sre still hoping thet 
this will prove to be e good whaling sesson. 


Fred will no doubt write to you the first opportunity when he 
returns. He had a herd trip at first. They were held up in Hal- 
cett for eight days by bed weether and a cerbunkle on the neck of 
the driver. Fred wes afreid to teke him further end so got another 
driver from there to go on with him end Alfred came beck here where 
he could get treatment at the hospital. I haven't heard from Fred 
since then, but hope he will not heve eny further trouble.

My dear Dr. King, 


I have been home ebout a week now from the 
east. We hed a good trip after we passed Cape Halkett. Before 
th-t time everything seemed to go wrong. ‘he dogs would not work, 
the winds were so strong thet when we did try to trevel we could 
meke very little headwey, Finraly it blew e gale end we were storm- 
| bound for four days. By the time the weether lifted my driver 
| hed developed such e severe carbuncle thet I was afraid to take 
| him further. I heard of © boy who knew the cosst end cold speak 
| feirly good Knglish, who wes at e reindeer camp a day's journey 
"inlend", We sent for him end he egreed to go. All told we spent 
Seven deys in Halkett eating our precious retions for ourselves 
and our dogs.( We were carrying two hundred ponnds of dry fish 
| and onehundred pounds of corn mesl for she latter) When we got 
beyond Halkett everything went fine. Wven the wind was in our fevor 
for it blew us slong our way until we ran out of dog feed and then 
turned sround and blew us home. We used the floor of our tent 
and the cover of my sleeping beg for sails which helped the dogs 
e lot when we hed only flour and water to feed them, ‘the traders 
along the coast for whom I was carrying mail have very kindly 
| agreed to carry dog feed for me in their boets when they come 
_ down in the $pl1l. I bring the only meil they see until fell so 
they do whet they can to meke my trip easy. Every white men sooner 
| or leter has dysentery on the trail, I hed never hed it before 
Le we ren out of meet and hed to accept the hospitelity of the 


people. The raw mest and seal oil wes a little more then my 
‘innards" could stand, E#nough seid, 


when I got home Nan told me thst you head some 
difficulty with the order for $495,41 which you received, On 
December 27th,1940 I wrote e duplicate which was meiled to you. 
I also have a duplicete in my file. ‘the items were steted on the 
order, generelly, not specifielly. It said,sas follows:

We have been checking over the accounting for the draft of $495.41 
to the credit of the Barrow Native Store in an effort to charge the 
amounts to the proper accounts end find that there is an error some where. 
The accounting which you sent in under date of April 14th reads es follows:

You will remember that I wrote you some time 
ago ebout the burning of the doctor's residence, It was 
e totel lost as far es the building wes concerned. We meneged 
to save most of the personel belongings of the doctor and 
nurses, They were fortunate enough to have a place in the 
hospitel large enough to care for them, This is more then 
can be said for the rest of us should our homes burn , 


Like the sword of Democles, is: the horror of 
ea fire constantly henging above our heads. We never know 
quite when it will fall or on whom, ‘'he hospitel and now the 
residence, We are constantly wonderthg, "Is our turn next"? 
Any fire in Alaske is «4 trazgedy because buildings are so 
expensive end herd to replece. Naturally we take every 
possible precaution, monthly inspection of buildings for 
possible fire hazards, care of extinguishers such as we have. 
Being the least to leave the doctor's residence I saw the 
hopelessness of trying to extinguish e fairly large blaze 
with the small hand type extinguisher, 


We formed bucket brigades after chopping ea hole 
in the then thin ice. We orgenized groups to carry out 
the housefiold goods. It is true that we could heave been 
better orgenized and to this end we a planning how to handle 
fires in any of the buildings in town should they start to 
purn,. 


For our buildings and to help any of the others 
whose homes might burn, mey I urge you,es strongly as words 
can, to get e wheel type fire fighting apperatus of at least 
forty gellons end ship it to us at the first opportunity. I 
heave now some meterial from the Oregon State Fire Marshal's 
department on fimprevention, VUerteinly an "once of preven- 
tion is worth e pound of cure". The ounce of fire prevention 
will cost about $185.00 in the States, ‘ithe cure if the manse 
purned would be ebout $15,000.00. ‘that was the cost of erect- 
ing this building.

I shall never forget the colorful, cheery and whole- 
hearted welcome which he gave us at our landing while 
paddling frantically around in his little boat, trying 
to give us assistance. I thought his blue smock and 
white fur costume was the most unusual, becoming and 
diverting one I saw on ny travels. 


During my four and a half year's absence my 
house seems almost to have disintergated. I have had 
fo renew walls, floors, roofs and fences, and with 
seeing my friends, renewing my acquaintances, adjust- 
ing to the many changes and straightening out my 
finances, I have been a very busy woman. 


I want to thank you for the delightful Christmas 
letter with its picture of the Church and the candle 
drawings on each side.

you asked in your last letter about Roy, end his 
relation to the Board end the work here. wmr, Burkher, 
principal of the school here, askeu if Roy could be used in 
the school as a part-time teacher for the year, and continue 
his work for the Mission. His hours would be from 9 until 
2:50, with an hour off for lunch. For this he would get 
six hundred dollars. He could not use him if he were drawing 
enother salary, as the government does not allow its employees 
to draw two salaries. 


It seemed a good proposition to me at the time. It's good 
would be two-fold. Roy would profit by the daily use of 
English and would have a salary which would better support his 
ten children. Then, too, he could give his time to us in 
languege study, and together we could study further to give him 
a background for future ministerial work. I wired to get your 
approvel which you graciously gave. 


We have had a successful year end Roy has grown"in 
stature snd in favor with God end man", Theyeer is drawing to 
a close and naturelly the school is thinking in terms of the 
coming year. Should conditions warrant the continuation of the 
school here, Roy will no doubt be offered e& contract. Should he 
refuse it they will probably offer more money, and we would lose 
a good man. Not thst Roy is mercenary, but he must look after 
the best interests of a family of ten. It seems to me to be the 
time for Koy to have a little church of his own. should you 
see fit to give him om, how about Miss Steuffer or Miss Bannan? 
Is it time for them to retire? If it, for exemple, is time for 
Miss Steuffer to retire, Roy could get to Wales on the mail 
boat from here. I do not think the fare would be very much. 


However, this is up to you. My only thought is to keep a 
good man, a man that is in demand, on a Mission job. 


There are many other subjects to discuss with you, and 
I will write about them later.

The track did not arrive in time for the esstward 
trip.

Dear Dr. King, 


Sig Wein came in with meil today and I eam 
eble to answer your letter, 


In regerd to the snowmobile- I have wired 
the Arps Corporation, New Holstein, Wis. but have not been 
able to get a reply from thém, I also wired you twice 
but heve not heard from you in this matter. I do not know 
the reason but expect it to be military, I mean the Signel 
Corps must be busy. As fer as we have been able to gather 
the boat will leave on schedule but matterswill hsve to 
be rushed in order to catch it. If you could contact Arps 
direct you mey be able to get résults. 


Another matter-- you know the igloo in which 
Mrs. Webb was living when you were here; I have rented this 
to the Signel Corps for forty dollars a month. This is a 
nice sum for the place. I have had to put the first months 
rent into getting it fixed up. ( It may teke a little more.) 
Of course there are many ways of spending this money. May 
I suggest a few: Roy's educatioh could come from it or 
perhaps she small salary which you suggested should go to 
keep up his family of tem. Ten dollars could be teken out 
monthly to pay the Mission water bill which now comes from 
you end the rest be put into Roy's education. I favorthe 
latter but of course the entire metter is in your hands, 


With the war already in Aleska I heve advised 
Roy not to think too seriously of going "outside" to school. 
If the boet should not come I think it will be definitely 
out of the question for them his family will have to live 
entirely on whet he can get hunting. We might have to live 
on blubber ourselves. Should the boat not come I will send 
Nan out, and see whet a year at least "batching it" is like, 


We have a year's supply of coal and I could 
close up the rest of the house and live in the kitchen, All 
the above depends on the bost end the war, 


I'm sorry not to heve included a picture of 
"Alice” and will send you one es seon as possible. Sig Bae 
he will be beck in e few deys., Perhaps I can write moré\then.

My dear Dr. King, 


I just received your fine book, "The Spiritual 
Diery". Thenk you a million. I'm sure it will be of great 
spirituel benefit to us. We expect to begin using it 
immedietely following this letter. 


I heave been heving trouble with my teeth agein, 
You will remember thet I had an accident outside which knocked 
out two of my teeth. The two,anchor teeth which held the 
bridge went bad, and I head to go to Fairbanks to get them 
fixed. Sig Wien generously offered to take me over for half 

price, $150. It was more than I could afford, but the teeth 

had to be fixed. I just got back from there the other day. 
If you could again come to my financial rescue in this regard, 
I would greestly appreciate it. 


No word has yet come here about the boat, but we have 
ahl faith in its arrival. 


We have a new doctor, the best so far by far. He has 
taken hold end done a fine piece of work in the few weeks he has 
been here. We expect great things from him, He got his 
treining in the University of Beirut, and we heve already had 
interesting conversations about the Holy Lend. He is really 
e better doctor then we could expect, and would have been taken 
by the Army if he had not been color blind. "God works in 
mysterious ways His wonders to perform." 


You no doubt are ewaere from my telegram that Roy 
will be unable to go to St. Lawrence this year. He was teen 
ill very suddenly with en acute appendix and, upon exemination, 
it wes found thet he also had an infected gall bladder. They 
are giving us good reports as to his progress, but it will be 
a long time before he is ebout agein. ‘The appendix condition is 
localizing snd they expect to remove it in the near future. 
When he hes completely recovered from thet operation, they 
expect to remove his gall bladder. 


I really think it is just as well that he does not 
go to St. Lewrence anyway, as he is expecting his llth 
child soon, though he wes perfectly willing to go. 


While I was in Feirbenks, Army told me that he was 

expecting to go to Anchorage. It surprises me thet a man of 

the celiber of Cubbage would leave his cherge so quickly. I 
am sure that the people of Anchorege whom I know will feel

this very keenly, and I hope Army proves equal to that very 
difficult situetion. 


I must tell you something that has been on my mind 
Since going to Feirbanks. Captain Odom, the chaplain at Ladd 
Field, tells me there is no cheplain in Nome, where I know 
that the Nome Methodist-Congregationel church is also vecant. 
This leeves only a Catholic priest to care for the large group 
of mentthere besides the townspeople. ‘These young men away 
from home in new surroundings, fecing confusion and uncertain 
futures, is an enormous challenge. I have been thinking 
seriously of suggesting that you turn over Barrow to Roy 
for the duration, and I join the army to minister to this 
group. I know that you also have the problem of manning the 
field. If we can be of service in Fairbanks or Nome or 
elsewhere, during this emergency, consider us available. 
With comparatively few impediments, we could fill any gap 
which you feel more important than this one. I believe Roy 
could do his best work locally, on account of his family, 
his physical condition and his experience. As to St, 
Lawrence, I think an unmarried men would do best there. 
If we could fill in at Fairbanks until that field can be 
manned, Barrow is only five hours by plane. But the needs 
at Nome seemygreater. There is a chaplain at Fairbanks, poor 
overworked guy that he is. 


Please let me know what you think about ell this.

When you send it let me know what it ia for 
so that no mistake can be made in sevtnne it ‘up a8 4 special fund. } 


You know, of course, that Army is wothe to Anchorage, T hope thet we will 
be able to have Harry Champlin from Wrangell come to Pairbanks. You will like 
the Champlins and I know that they will be a help to you as well as Army was.

The boat has some time since come and gone\* 
and we were so glad to get anything that we cannot complain 
about the things which we did not get. I think the Browns 
of Tulse must heve forgotten us because we did not get the 
washing machine. ‘the old one is just about falling -apart 
but it may hold together for another year. ‘rhere mey be a 
machine to be had locally. Do you have eny objections to 
purchasing it? If it is agrreable with you I will find out 
the price and try to make a deal. Of course we missed the 
snowmobile but Roaring boring Alice hes a few good points 
yet. Stan Morgen brought over an engine heed end two new 
springs. ‘the track which you had sent up last year is in 
good shape but lacks several feet of being long enough. You 
will remember that I sent a letter to be sent to the Arps 
Corporation for enough to fill out the rest but I suppose 
you were figuring on the new snowmobile and did not send them 
the letter. There will,ofcourse, be no more boats this year 
but it could be sent by plane as the other sections were, 
Naturally this will be more expensive. Ollie Morris the 
trader who lives at Demarcation has decided not to go back 
there this year which means we will have no gas in that 
sector. I believe that gas could be hauled in relays along 
the coast but that will take more time. Our new doctor is 
enthusiastic about making the trip with me in the spring, 
but without the other section of track I would not dare to 
take him. ‘The shipbuilder, Kaiser, says "Nothing is impossible" 
and with this as his motto builds ships in ten days which lL 
understand took 90 days before. What possibilities there are 
for us with Christ on our side: "I can do all things through 
Christ who strengtheneth me." So I suppose even betsy could 
make enother trip east. 


The church work is coming along ntcely. we are 
settling in for the winter and tightening up the various 
orgenizations of this largest congregation in Alaska, With 
the beginning of school meny people are coming back to the 


village, | one of the innovations which is meeting with 
considerable success is the consultation hour which 1 
have twice a week, 1 have just finished vr. Bonnell's 
Pastoral Psychiatry and find it a greet help. i was 
enrolled in his course in Princeton the year of our furlough 
but was kept so busy 1 did not get a chance to ettend many 
lectures, This book reads like a novel and the jacket is 
justified in shouting that it tells "How to meke pschiatry 
the servant of religion", I read a book some time ago by 
Oliver called "Bsychiatry and Mentsl Health", At the end 
of the chapters there were several pages devoted to "Clinical 
Materiel", I must try to get this book again. I often 
wonderrif you miss the direct contact with spiritual problems 
with which you must have dealt in the pastorate. Or perhaps 
there is a field of such problems among the ministers which 
i am not acqueinted with. -Young and old here have been 
coming to talk things over and no doctor feels more satisfied 
in seeing a "patient" regain health than I do 


it is rummred that the governor of Alaska will be coming 
to barrow in the near future, ihis will be quite an honor 
for the village. We have never had e governor here before,

Dear Sir: 


I wish to acquaint you with the sincere thanks and appreciation 
which Reverend Klerekoper has recently merited from the people of Barrow 
and the Point Barrow Hospital Staff. 


Our major health problem is Tuberculosis. For every case which 
is admitted into the hospital and treated until the disease is: arrested 
there are a great number more in the village to whom all we can give are 
instructions on proper care and hygiene. In a great majority these words 
are futile. There is the perennial lack of food or fuel. 


The circumstances are particularly deplorable when there is no 
alternative but to discharge children with arrested Tuberculosis to the 
same environment within which they had originally contracted the disease. 
When such a situation recently arose at the hospital I presented it to 
Mr. Klerekoper as a problem which the community should face and attempt 
to solve. 

His spontaneous reaction was an inspiration arising from his 
inherent thoughtfullness and generosity. He devised a plan whereby the 
large structure formerly used as a Mission garage would be converted into 
@ bunk-house for ten children, to be fed by community contributions and 
supervised by members of the hospital staff. The children selected would 
be those discharged from the hospital in whose homes active tuberculosis 
was prevalent and children who were malnourished needing only regular m 
meals and warmth to keep them in good health ar from succumbing to active 
pulmonary tuberculosis. The project was received with great enthusiasm by 
the entire community and is well under way. 


I also wish to thank the Mission Board for putting this structure 
at our disposal through the agency of Mr. K,erekoper and to express our 
pleasure in being able to contribute to so worth-while a project as the 
one which Mr. Klerekoper has initiated to combat Tuberculosis in Barrow,
